Referring co your e-mail dated April 19; 2005 considering the 
French patent 2,190,670 we describe below the relevant parts 
as stated in the search report. 



The patent discloses an apparatus for automatically 
packaging of eggs in a box. Page 7, lines 5-20 describe 
the orientation of the eggs. An orientation apparatus 1 
is used to orient the eggs all in the same direction 
using rolls with a rubber layer (11) ... around an axis 
(12) . The orientation of the eggs is being forced by a 
plate (18) mounted on the frame. 

Figure 3 shows the rolls 11 with the axis (12) mounted 
on the frame. Figure 11 is non-existent - 

The present patent application discloses a supporting 
body, conveyer and method for aligning object, wherein 
the form of the supporting bodies is suitable for 
urging the objects into the desired position- No plate- 
like parts are being used for the alignment of the 
object as this could result in damaging the objects.
